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On the listed date and time, R/0 (Det Preata #22) observed the listed offender fall to stop at the 
stop sign at 159th and Center Rd. The vehicle then proceeded to drive the wrong way In 
violation of signs in the visKors parking lot The vehicle then pulled into a parking spot and R/0 
pulled behind the vehicle and activated R/0*8 emergency lights on the patrol car. R/0 
approached the offenders’ vehicle* Upon approaching the driver’s side vdndow, the listed 
offender became Irate and refused to produce her license or insurance. R/0 requested the 
Information several times, the offender refused to comply and stated "Pm not giving you 
anythingl” R/O advised the offender she was under arrest end to step out of the vehicle. The 
offender refused and R/O attempted to open the drlver^s door. Offerider began to fight with R/O 
and stop R/O from opening the door. Offender then reached for a pair of scissors on the front 
passenger side of the vehicle. R/O attempted to grab the offender, who then exited the 
passenger side of the vehicle. R/O radioed for assistance and attempted to arrest the offender. 
The offender continued to run around the vehicle until Dei Miller #21 arrived. The offender than 
began to fight with R/O and Det Miller to defeat the arrest The offender was finally subdued 
and taken into custody. Offender complalrrad of fece and neck pain and that she was pregnant 
SHFD Unit 43 responded and transported the offender to Ing alls Hospital for tre atment Offender 
was treated and released from Ingalls without restriction. Dr. the 

attending physician. Offender was processed and released Scissors were 
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Documentation requirements: Victims ofburgMes, thefts, vehicie thefts, and other crimes 
against persons, are required to sign this report attesting to Its accuracy. 
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On 18Dec17,1 received and reviewed all written reports, atatements and 
video of the event I conferred witti VP M. Lareau and we observed no 
excessive use of force during the arrest During the Initial contact Dowells 
aberrant behavior quickly escalated the sHuatlon to a violation which 
resulted in a physical arrest The OfScer’s had to use physical force to 
affect the arrest however, I observed no excessive use of force on any 
video I reviewed. Dowell made many allegations and claims In the 
complaint Dowell lied several times during the Incident In reference to 
being pregnant not only to the Ofncer*B but also to the medical staff. All of 
die allegations were refuted by the body cam video and other evidence. 

At this time, I am advising to allegations against Det Miller and Det Presta 
to be unfounded. 
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On 21 May, 2018 I, Ofc Carrillo was Instructed to dailfy a sentence from a Voluntary Statement 
dated 18 Dec 2017. 

The original sentence ts as follows: 

Ofc Presta used a technique unknown to me on placing the subject into Unit #18- 
The clarification is as follows; 

What It appeared to be from my vantage point was, Ofc Presta used a technique of putting his 
open hand on thefrontof the woman's neck and applied pressure until the woman compiled 
with Ofc Presta's command to get In the vehicle.
